states: 
“No owner can be held for a 
sale made on any term s other 
than that specified in the broker’s 
contract u nless the owner specif­ 
ically assents to said terms, or 
u nless be refu ses absolu tely to 
sell at all In a case in which the 
broken cou ld hav e modified the 
terms had objection been made. 
“If the owner has any objection 
to 
make to the term s offered, 
and withou t objecting to them re­ 
fu ses absolu tely to sell, the brok­ 
er may recov er his commission if 
his bu y er ,was ready , able and 
willing to perform the terms of­ 
fered. 
In one California case it 
was contended by the defendant 
that the real estate broker had 
not prov ed that he had secu red a 
pu rchaser ready and 
willing to 
enter into a binding contract on 
the v ery term s and conditions au ­ 
thorized in his written employ ­ 
ment. 
In affirming a ju dgment 
of some $4500 in fav or of the 
broker the California cou rt of ap­ 
peals declared as follows:

W h at is the greatest asset of the 


all-round baseball star, the player 
who shines in every department of 
the game? 
The first answer that would nat­ 
urally come to such 
a 
question 


would be the ability to hit. 
True, that is a most important 


teature of play. 
It would bo a dif­ 
ficult matter for a player to be 
rated a star if unable to hit. 
Put the question of the one great­ 
est asset of the star, to the star, 
and 
his 
reply is invariably the 


same— 
“ A good pair of legs.” 


Recently T have 
discussed 
the 


question of greatness with a dozen 
of the stars of the major leagues. 
All of them dwelled on the fact, 


that the legs determined in a large 
measure the general efficiency of 
the player. 
Players abuse their eyes in many 


ways, little thought is given their 
arms, but how they coddle their 
leg.s. 
‘ The sudden starts and stops he- 
manded of the ball 
player 
are 


prone to tear loose certain tendons, 
that for the time render the player 
useless. 
This trouble in baseball 


is known by the rather freakish 
name of “ Charley horse.” 
Suffering from “ charley horse ’ 


leg trouble is most painful.

“ Flectness of foot is a great fac­ 
tor in fielding, particularly from 
the standpoint of an outfielder. It 
enables him to go get ’em. A play­ 
er can be taught to catch the hall, 
but he cannot have speed injected 
into him. 
That is a gift of na­ 
ture,” continued Cobb. 
Cobb alone remains of the play­ 
ers who comprised the American 
league when I made my d<*but as 
umpire back in 1906, 
For 19 years 


Cobb has constantly been taking 
Chances on the ball field. 
Experts 


figured he would soon slow up, but 
he goes m errily on his way. 
True, Cobb ii no longer the speed 


demon that he was when the Tyg- 
ers were winning pennants, but 
he is still able to step down to 
first right smart, 
Cohb 
-candidly 
admits that he 


feels old in the legs only, and then 
in the same breath, tells you that 
the slowing up that is creeping into 
his underpinning has reflected in 
his entire play.

In 1920 the Republican convention attracted up­ 
ward of 100,000 persons to Chicago. These visitors 
spent more than $10,000,000.

found that they stim ulate business not only while the 
sessions are under way , but afterw ard. Its business 
men are ever ready to subscribe to a fund to seek a 
big convention. In the same y ear 
San 
Francisco 
housed 40,000 visitors brought there by the Demo­ 
cratic convention. These visitors spent, 
more 
than 
$5,000,000. 
It increased the norm al m onthly business 
of the city 50 per cent. 
Estim ates are that more than 150,000 
persons 
will be drawn to New York this y ear for the D em o 
cratic convention. They will 
spend 
approximately 
$15.000,000. Cleveland will have more than 
80,000 
visitors, attracted there next week by the Republican 
convention. These visitors, according to estimates, 
will spend $8,000,000 or $10,000,000, or even more- 
q uite an addition to be added to 
the 
purchasing 
power of a city . 
Is that money w asted? Not all of it. Interest in 
government is a citizen's duty , and money spent in 
k eeping in touch with political movem ents is well 
spent. Apart from this, all activity is part of human 
life and it is only through money spent that busi­ 
ness continues. Thrift, the ability to save, is a q ual­ 
ity that every man should cultivate, but there are 
extremes even in this virtue.

THE BALANCE WHEEL 


During the first fiv e months of the y ear, the new 
building started in the United States aggregated $2,- 
200,000,000. 
This is called “ a new high record for 
all time,” which in the case of the United States is 
“ some record.” 
It is mainly the building industry that has held the 
industrial sy stem steady , when there has been less 
acthity than usual in certain industries. 
Building 
has justified its characterization as the “ balance 
wheel of industry .” 
It has taken up the slack of the 
other industries, keeping nearly all 
the 
av ailable 
workmen employ ed and sustaining wages and general 
prosperity . 


The Pacific Southwest w ants the surplus w ater 
of the Colorado River, for irrigation purposes, chief­ 
ly ; for domestic use as the need arises. 
Of eq ual 
importance is power generation., and the protection 
of developed lands against overflow. The necessity 
for increased hy droelectric generation is emphasized 
by today 's conditions in California, with lighting re­ 
stricted aDd industry hampered because of drouth. 
The people of the Pacific Southwest may have 
well formulated ideas regarding what should be done 
to bring the Colorado river to their greater service. 
They have heard about the Boulder Cany on Dam, 
and they are for it because they have been told that 
it will do all of the things which they believe should 
be done for the common welfare. If there is some 
better plan, as certain engineers connected with the 
government profess to believe, the people will not 
oppose a change of operations; but they will op­ 
pose an indefinite postponement of a vital public 
work . 
Prospective rights of the United 
States 
and 
Mexico should be readily adjusted. 
The 
greater 
length of the Colorado river is in the United States 
and the greater proportion of the w ater should be 
« » lotted to the American side. There should he no 
deadlock over this or any other point in controversy . 
w a ter is needed, and so is farming area, and elee- 
tric power and flood control. The Colorado should 
be dammed and harnessed, it should be the 
object 
neither of an engineering filibuster, or a corporation 
wai, or a political dispute.

MOUTH OR BREATH ODORS 
It has been well said that in a perfectly healthy 
individual there is no odor w hatever from the breath. 
However, that m ust be q ualified to this extent, that 
after eating certain forms of food there is bound to 
be an odor therefrom for some time afterwards. 
But an odor tha t is present practically all the 
time is not normal, and should be Investigated. 
Some forms of food, if not completely digested 
in the intestine, m eats and eggs very often, and par­ 
ticularly where the intestinal m ovem ent is slow or 
sluggish, are responsible for m uch of the bad odors 
from the breath. Any one much below norm al 
in 
health, with a generally run down condition would 
naturally have this sluggishness along the intestine, 
and have the same distressing sy mptom. 
One of the m ost freq uent causes, and the one 
perhaps best k nown, is the chronic nasal catarrh 
from which many people suffer. This m ay be due 
to local conditions in the nose such as an inflam m a­ 
tion of the m em brane covering the small bones in 
the passage, a bending over of the wall that separ­ 
ates the nostrils, or any growth. 
This m eans tha t the mucous m a tte r that should 
be removed is allowed to remain, becomes very dry , 
and gives off a disagreeable odor. 
Sometimes it is due to a pair of tonsils which 
are congested, the m aterial exuding from them be­ 
coming very thick . And bad teeth as y ou k now is 
one of the most freq uent causes of bad breath. P er­ 
haps y ou have a perfectly norm al 
set 
of 
teeth, 
healthy gums and tonsils, and no trace of catarrh 
or other trouble in the nose or throat. You have 
watched the intestine closely , and despite all y our 
care and thought y ou have still the door on the 
breath. 
In such a case there is ju st this to remember, 
that perhaps y our k idney s are not getting rid of 
their wastes properly . 
T hat would m ean that y our sk in and also y our 
lungs would have to do some of this extra work .* Ac­ 
cordingly , the blood going to the lungs with thi 
3 
waste, has some of it removed there, and it comes 
away in the breath when y ou breathe out the air from 
the lungs. 
Ail the advertised preparations for k eeping the 
mouth clean and the breath sw eet 
are good, 
be­ 
cause the basis of their effect depends upon the 
boracic acid in them. 
A q uarter teaspoonful to a half glass of w arm or 
hot water, used as a mOuth wash, will help 
the 
m outh itself. 
But rem em ber the cause of the trouble may be 
elsewhere in the 
body .

If it had not been for the disturbed and apprehensiv e state of 
mind of the Nation, business activ ity in spring and summer should 
hav e surpassed the record of the like period in 19 23.

The Dawes report— perhaps the sanest, mcst reasonable and 
hopeful document produced since the Armistice— was accepted in 
principle by ev ery interested gov ernment. 
Ramsay MacDonald and 
Poincare got together in an effort to reconcile the British and the 
French attitude; the German elections dev eloped no sy mptoms of 
renewed resistance. 
On ev ery hand there seemed to he an appar­ 
ently sincere desire to put the plan of the Dawes commission into ef­ 
fect and see how it would work. 
This conciliatory stand of the 
European powers would hav e been a sufficient base for increased 
American activ ities if it had not been wet-blanketed by our own un­ 
reasonable and groundless fears.

disease 
spreading 
conditions, 
and 
spread 
general 
k nowledge of the rules of hy giene, 
dietetics, prophy laxis, disease pre­ 
vention and healthful living. 
As a 
result they expect tha t m ore in­ 
fants will survive the perils of in­ 
fancy , more boy s and girls will be 
given sound bodies and learn how 
to care for them and m ore men 
and women will 
exceed 
the 
life 
span assigned them in the expec­ 
tation of life tables of the insur­ 
ance companies. 
There is nothing so peculiar about 
this that it should be considered 
especially Californian. 
To be sure 
California enjoy s in common with 
all the w estern sta te s natu ral con­ 
ditions of life 
which 
m ak e 
for 
longevity . 
T here is one town in 
the Golden State which advertises 
itself as “T he 
Long-Life 
Town,” 
but as a m a tte r of fact the whole 
west might so proclaim itself. How­ 
ever, w hether one lives In a health 


resort or in the slum districts of 
a city , there are rules of right liv­ 
ing which will prolong life. 
Even 
the “daily dozen’’ exercise is not to 
be disposed, nor the cleansing and 
revivify ing bath, nor 
the 
tooth­ 
brush, nor the drink ing copiously 
of w ater betw een m eals and not at 
meals, nor the mhny other rules of 
health 
which 
the 
enlightened 
k now, even if they do not follow. 
All these a re 
possible 
w herever 
one m ay live and their observ­ 
ance will give lengthening of day s 
to those who obey them. 
P ersonal observance 
of 
health 
rules, however, is not entirely pro­ 
tective even to the 
observer 
of 
them. 
General 
conditions 
in 
a 
com m unity or even around isolated 
hom es have their effect upon m or­ 
tality tables. 
T he slum dweller in 
the city , w ith poor sanitation of 
buildings and unclean streets, is no 
worse off than the family dwelling 
in an isolated farm house, where 
rubbish is allowed to collect, where 
there is poor drainage for slops 
or none a t all and w here the well 
or the spring Is contam inated by 
drainage from the surface or u n­ 
derground 
from 
the 
barns 
and 
stables. 
T here is also m uch neg­ 
lect of dietetics and personal and 
general prophy laxis In the country 
a s in the city . 
Indeed, so fa r as 
good drink ing w ater, 
pure 
milk , 
sewerage, and disease 
prevention 
and m eans of cure, the city is now 
In advance of the country . 
There 
is plenty of opportunity for life ex­ 
tension w ork every w here so fa r as 
teaching the people the rules of 
right living 
and 
bodily 
develop­ 
m ent and health Is concerned.
